Explaining the extent to which 
th e U nited S tates is prepared to go, 
Davis said th a t in the event of the 
nations, in conference, “determ ine 
th a t a state has been guilty of a 
breach of peace in violation of its 
international obligations and take 
m easures against the violator, then, 
if we concur in the judgm ent re n ­ 
dered as to th e 
responsible 
and 
guilty party, we will refrain from 
any action tending to defeat such 
collective efforts which these states 
m ay thus m ake to restore peace. 
Consultative Pact. 
America is willing, Davis inform ed 
th e G eneva delegates, to enter into 
a consultative pact, to participate in 
an international commission to su­ 
pervise control of arm am ents, ^and 
to join w ith other powers in abolish­ 
ing offensive weapons of w arfare, 
such as heavy mobile artillery, large 
tanks, poison gas, etc. 
A nnouncing th a t the U nited States 
was prepared to aid in other ways 
th an m erely thro u g h exerting in ­ 
fluence, Davis outlined the steps th a t 
the U nited S tates was willing to take 
as follows:

Formal approval of the four gov­ 
ernments, as a result of the agree­ 
ment reached here, was all that was 
necessary for operation of the pact, 
designed to banash Europe’s 
war 
clouds for 10 and perhaps 20 years. 
Will Be Responsible 
Under terms of 
the 
plan, 
for 
which Premier Mussolini has work­ 
ed since proposing it to Prime Min­ 
ister MacDonald of Great Britain, 
Italy, Britain, Germany and France 
will be responsible for maintaining 
European peace. 
Provisions of the revised draft to 
which the powers signified agree­ 
ment, include German realization of 
arms equality with other European 
nations by stages over a five-year 
period. 
Acceptance of the pact became 
possible after 
Premier 
Hermann 
Goering of Prussia, acting for Chan­ 
cellor Adolf Hitler of Germany with­ 
drew German reservations to chang­ 
es in the original draft demanded 
by France.

Emergency Measures 
Three great emergency measures, 
proposed by President Roosevelt to 
start America on the return trip to 
national prosperity, topped the leg- 
iglative program.

and federal control of industry plus 
a great public works program. 
As additional measures on the ad­ 
ministration s agenda were the new 
national blue sky law, the $2,000,- 
000.000 home loan bill, the indepen­ 
dent offioes appropriation bill and 
tariff revision.

Martin drew the inference that the 
issue is being exploited to some ex­ 
tent by members of political fac­ 
tions.

There has been much talk re­ 
cently of sweatshops in Pennsylva­ 
nia. Misguided persons desiring to 
make political issues out of human 
misfortunes would have us believe 
that Pennsylvania employers are a 
group of slave drivers. The truth is 
that very few of Pennsylvania’s 30,- 
000 employers forget their obliga­ 
tions to those who work for them. 
Child Labor 
“Much of this talk heard has 
been brought about by the employ­ 
ment of children by migratory em­ 
ployers.

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Extraordinary Powers 
Father Missing 
Are Held By Governor

HARRISBURG, May 22—If voters 
do not fully realize during a legisla­ 
tive session the extraordinary pow­ 
er which a state vests in its gover­ 
nor, the facts are more concretely 
brought to the fore afterwards when 
bills are signed and vetoed in whole­ 
sale fashion. 
In Pennsylvania's 
General 
As­ 
sembly, a bill is killed or passed at 
the pleasure of a m ajority of 
258 
men and women. When a measure is 
passed it necessarily carries the ap­ 
proval of no less than 104 represen­ 
tatives and 26 Senators. Beyond th at 
point the fate of the bill rests with 
a single individual, 
the 
governor, 
who may undo, according t-o his own 
convictions, wreeks or work by the 
legislature. 
More than 600 bills were dumped 
on Gov. Gifford Pinchot’s desk when 
the legislature left town. About half 
of them , of course, were appropria­ 
tion 
measures. 
T hat 
leaves 
300 
potential statutes. If past averages 
hold good, more than 100 of these 
wrill he vetoed. 
These facts likewise bring out the 
trem endous cost placed upon tax­ 
payers because the governor of a 
state and the legislature are at odds. 
Regardless of which side is right in 
Pennsylvania’s present political tu r­ 
moil, it remains true nevertheless 
th a t if an incumbent governor and 
a m ajority of legislators were friend­ 
ly, a great deal of time, effort, and 
money would be saved. 
The state’s printing bill alone for 
the recent session was estimated at 
more than $180,000. This might have 
been reduced materially if both the 
governor and the controlling powers 
in the assembly were of the same 
political 
beliefs 
and 
convictions. 
Scores of bills, perhaps 
hundreds, 
never would have been introduced, 
or at least they would have been in 
a shape acceptable to the executive 
office when they were introduced. 
Thus, thousands of dollars would 
have been saved in printing costs. 
The first indisputable evidence of 
all this following the recent session 
came last week when the governor’s 
office announced action on one large 
batch of legislation. 
Sixteen 
bills 
were signed, and, what is more sig­ 
nificant, 13 were vetoed. 
T hat 
is 
only a start. Scores more 
will 
be 
killed by the veto pen because the 
governor and the Republican 
or­ 
ganization could not agree. 
If legislative leaders and the gov- 


ernor had been organization men, 
or both Democratic, or Socialist, or 
any other one party, perhaps there 
would not have been a single veto. 
Legislation introduced by minority 
members could have 
been 
killed 
promptly in committee. Such action, 
of course, would have been either 
for good or for evil, but, 
at 
any 
rate, printing expense 
would 
be 
lower and a lot of time and 
sore 
heads would be saved. 
Scores 
of 
vetoed bills are examples in varying 
degrees of the extraordinary power 
which is given to a governor. The 
Denning bill, for instance, was one 
of the 13 decapitated by the execu­ 
tive in the last batch he acted upon. 
This measure would have am end­ 
ed an existing law governing the 
enforcement of the milk traffic code. 
It passed three readings in each 
branch without a hitch or a vote of 
dissent. The final reading vbte in 
the House w’as 186 to nothing, and 
in the Senate 47 to nothing. That 
m eant 233 legislators approved. None 
was opposed, until the bill reached 
the governor’s office. 
There, 
the 
power of the veto swung into action. 
Governor Pinchot argued that the 
Denning bill decentralized enforce­ 
ment of the milk laws and tended to 
create lack of uniformity in their 
interpretation and to break down 
efficient enforcement. There was no 
one to argue back. And if there had 
been, the argum ent perhaps would 
be futile. The legislature in Penn­ 
sylvania does not have a habit of 
overriding vetoes. 
Thereupon, the bill died.

Shows Bigger Drop Than 
In Pennsylvania

WASHINGTON, D. C. May 22— 
The estimated per acre value of 
farm lands in Pennsylvania was m a­ 
terially lower on March 1, 1933 than 
in the pre-war period of 1912-1914, 
the Bureau of Agricultural Econom­ 
ics reported today. 
As a basis for its study, the bur­ 
eau regarded the average per acre 
value of Pennsylvania farm land lor 
the 1912-1914 period as represented 
by an index of 100. On March 1, 
1933, this per acre value index in the 
state had fallen to 78, or 22 points 
below the pre-war value. In other 
words, the average value of farm 


land per acre in the Keystone State 
this year was only 
78 per cent as 
great as in the pre-war period. 
In the country as a 
whole 
the 
value of farm land fell even more. 
The index representing the estim at­ 
ed) value per acre in 
the 
nation 
stood at only 73 on March 1, 1933 as 
against 100 for the pre-war days. 
The value index of Pennsylvania 
reached a peak: in 1920 when it stood 
at 140. I t fell to 114 in 1925 And 
1926. to 112 in 1927. to 111 in 1928. 
to 110 in 1929, to 108 in 1930, to 101 
in 1931. to 96 in 1932 and to 78 in 
1933. 
In Ohio, the per acre value index 
slid downward from 159 in 1920 to 
59 in 1933, in New York it dropped 
off from 133 in 1920 to 82 in 1933.

Foreign Business Concerns 
Need State Certificates 


«'International News Service) 
HARRISBURG, 
May 
22. — The 
business corporation and non-profit 
corporation codes, 
which 
become 
law on July 3, will place both foreign 
and domestic 
corporations 
doing 
business in Pennsylvania 
on 
an 
equal basis, in the opinion of Rich­ 
ard J. Beamish, secretary 
of the 
commonwealth. 
Approximately 20,000 foreign con­ 
cerns operating businesses in the 
state will be required to obtain cer­ 
tificates before July 3. These cer­ 
tificates will cost $20. which in ad­ 
dition to the original $10 paid by 
the concerns, will equalize the $30 
charge assessed domestic corpora­ 
tions. The fee for all foreign cor­ 
porations, not doing business here 
now, will be $30 after that date.

ESCAPE MADE 
IN AUTOMOBILE

armed police squads

searching the city for six inm ates 
of the criminal insane ward of the 
city sanitarium

Police were warned th a t all the 
fugitives are “desperate characters.” 
The six men escaped in a com- 
mandered automobile after they had 
unlocked their handcuffs with sec­ 
reted keyes, overpoyered an attend­ 
ant and tied him to a bed and used 
his keyes to leave the ward. 
The attendant, Monte 
Brawley, 
was found trussed to a cot, and the 
alarm was given. 
Those who escaped were Jack De 
La Casa, 30, former convict; Ray­ 
mond Jones. 22; Paul Andragna, 21; 
Harry Leslie Seel, 21; Carl Bying- 
ton, 29, and John Kaemmerlen, 14. 
De La Casa, Jones and Andragna 
were described as

The escape occurred when De La 
Casa, who had been handcuffed to 
his bed called attendant Mont Braw­ 
ley, as Brawley leaned over De La
